We contributed a'l in our power to ity success. We still wphold it aa far 
as its princip'es are evangelical. but nevertheless we are not Protestants. 
A protest must take piace in a legislative or judicial assembly. It iss

God is onc only Liwgiver, and judge, and we are guided alone by his 
word. How then, could we ever have been a minority, or ary partofa 
minority; in any Roman Catholic Diet, or assembly, if not, how could we 
have protesied against their decisions. The notion is preposterous. It 
isimporsitle, therefore respectable as he name may be, that we can be 
Pio estants, Such writers as Zuinglins, Y paij, Mosheino and Dermont 
know better, The ignorant and superficial have so classed us, because 
they imagine that we like themse'ves, sprang up among the numerous 
sects that divided christendom at the time of the reformation. Luther, 
Calvin, and the English Fathers adopte! many of the sentiments, by 
which we had previously, during fifteen centuries been distinguished. 
But We must not on that account, be considered Lutherans, or Calvin- 
its, OF sectaries of any modern discription. We are not therefore Protes- 
4ns, tor Dissenters, nor Reformers. We are, as we ever-have been, 
and hope ever to remain.
